ELBL AGAIN. 


State Medical Board Wins in 
Second Round of tho 
License War. 


The State Medical Board 
scored heavily in its war 
against unlicensed “healers” 
yesterday when, after an hour’s 
deliberation, a jury convicted 
H. A. Elbl, who had been 
previously found guilty of 
practicing medicine without a 
Ucense, of using the prefix 
“Dr.” with his name without 
legal right to do so. The 
previous jury’s verdict was set | 
aside by Polfce Judge Chesbro | 
on the ground that the law Is | 
unconstitutional. <A similar at- 
tack will be made against this | 
verdict when Elbl comes up - 
for sentence tomorrow morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. Attorney In- 
galese, for the defense, said 
last night that he will move 
for a new trial, leging 28 
technical fault in the com- 
plaint and will also ask an ar- 
rest of Judgment on the former 
gTound. 

Yesterday's hearing was be- 
fore Police Judge White. Ray 
Nimmo represented the State 
board, with the assistance of 
Dr. E A. Somner, inspector for 
the State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers. Elbl produced two 
diplomas, one from an eastern 
school of mechanotherapy and 
another from the Los Angeles 
College of Chiropractic, a de- 
funct institution. This was in 
support of his alleged right to 
the prefix in question. 
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
